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SEWER THE TOWS. 


The borough authorities have placed 


along Franklin street from Chambers- 
bnrg to High streets, terra cotta pipe 
eighteen inches In diameter, which it is 
proposed to put underground on the 
same street. It is said that water in 
heavy rains, in (act in all rains, collects 
at the junction of Franklin and High 
al reels and overflows pavements, mak- 
ing same almost impassable. Tbe con- 
tour of the ground shows that there is 
no placp for the water to go. It must 
lie in the gutters and street until it 
evaporates. Such a condition ought not 
to exist. The remedy proposed la to 
place tbe sewer pipes on Franklin street 
with traps at the intersection on High 
street and thus catch and remove all ac- 
cumulation of water. There can be no 
question that the remedy would work. 
The pipes will however cost nearly $500 
and tbe bid to put them underground is 
$125, yet thia cost ia very large to do 
this and no more. There should be no 
beginning and end as now proposed. 
What then '/ Sewer the whole town. 


The pipe* ate the same siza as used 


by the sewer company In tbe first ward. 
They would answer every purpose, not 
only for surface drainage, but aleo for 
bath rooms, closets and all uses. Those 
who have the matter in charge evidently 
bel'evti the lime will come when these 
pipes will be used as part of a sewer sys- 
tem. 
Why wait for time, go ahead now 


and sewer the town.

will follow. 
Certainly no intelligent 


borough officials would do such a foolish 
thing as to try to foice a larger inlet 
Into a smaller outlet. If anything like 
that developed they would have to go on 
and carry the sewer down to the run at 
(he north end of Franklin street. 
Yet 


why only do that ? Why not sewer tbe 
town ? 


We are able to see how tbe sewer as 


piopoaed on Franklin street might be 
the main sewer into which branches 
would empty from High, Washington, 
Middle and (Jlmrnbersburg street so us 
to give a good and complete sewer sys- 
tem to the most populous district of the 
second and third wards. Vet this is a 
matter for an engineer. 
Why not em- 


ploy, one, get plans and estimates and 
sewer the town. 


To only build this two-square sewer 


on Franklin street, though it is badly 
needed, may be objectionable from the 
pointer view that tbe borough will be 
furnishing a sewer which in many other 
portions uf the town must be done by 
private individuals or a sewer company. 
There is a sewer now maintained by the 
borough which many citizens use, while 
others must ;>ay high prices for such ne- 
cessities. It ia not just to favor one 
portion of tba town over another. Give 
equal rights and beuelits to ull and do it 
by giving a sower system to the whole 
town. 


Kvery citizen must afynit that the 


town ought to be thoroughly sewered. 
It ought to he done for the health of the 
town. It is cheap at whatever it will 
cost when health is to be considered. 
The newer In the first ward cost a little 
less than $3,000, has beeu not only a coa- 
veuieuce but a necessity, for sanitation 
these days can not be had without eew-

POPE LEO XIII DEAD. 


End ol tho Remarkable Reign o! a Remark- 


able Pope. 


Pope Leo XIII ia dead, passing away 


Monday alter noon, July 20th, at 4.04 
o'clock, having beeu the Pontificate of the 
whole Catholic world 
for 
twenty-five 


years and five months to'tho day. 
Ho 


passed away as the only one of all the 
Popes who have worn the episcopal mitre 
for sixty-three coneeentive years, as the 
sixth in line as to length of reign, and 
fourth as to personal age. 
At his death 


he was senior biahop of the whole Catho- 
lic Church and also the doyen of those 
who have held the rank of cardinal. 
Though the College cf Cardinals is com- 
posed of seventy members he has seen 
one hundred and forty cardinals die since 
he began his reign. 
Tliie ie a record no- 


where approached by any of his prude- 
cesaois. He waa of a ripe age when cre- 
ated Pope, being in his sixty-ninth year, 
and lived, to the great age of dying in his 
ninty-fourth year, and for many years hia 
has been acknowledged to be the moat re- 
markable mind on the continent of E i- 
rope. 


Pope Pius ]X died Feb. 7, 1878, in the 


86th year of hia age, and o2d of his reign. 
His funeral ceremonies ended Sunday, 
Feb. 17, and on Tuesday, Feb. 19, the bal- 
loting for his successor began and- on 
Wednesday, Feb. 20, Cardinal Pecci, who 
had been leading in every ballot from the 
first one, received forty-four votes more 
than the required two-thirds. When the 
result was announced an impressive scene 
followed. 
During the conclave there had 


been erected over each of the cardinals a 
canopy. These were taken down one by 
one, only one being allowed to remain and 
this one was the canopy over the seat of 
Cardinal Pecci, the Pope elect. The dean 
of the Sacred College advanced to him and 
asked, "Dost thou accept the election of 
the 
Supreme 
Pontificate?" 
Cardinal 


Pecci announced that he was not worthy 
of the honor, but since he had been 
chosen he would submit to the will of God. 
The dean then asked, "By what name 
will thou be called '/" 
Cardinal 1'ecci 


answered, "Leo XIII.1' Then followed 
the ceremony attending the creation of u 
Pope and there began the remarkable 
reign of a remarkable Pope. 


Joachim Vincent Kaphael Louie 1'ecci 


waa of patrician blood, being the fourth 
son of Count and Countesa Lodovico 1'ccci 
and was bora March '2, 1810. To his 
mother.to her nobility, grace, devotion and 
maternal love the youth, later to become 
Lea XIII, was largely indebted for the 
sweetness and purity of hia character. It 
was this same son who wrote to a brother 
saying, "The strongest, purest and awoet- 
est influence in a man's life ia that o! his 
mother." 
From such nurture always 


come the great men of tho world, being 
children of a mother's prayers. 


The home of the coming Pope uns a 


palace not situated in the lap of plenty, but 
amid tho ranges of the Volacian moun- 
tains. It has been described by his brother 
as "an eagle'a neat placed for security high 
above the plain between two gigantic 
rr.oka." 
The 
pioua Countess mother 


watched and guarded the development of 
her aon and was made happy when her 
son, at the age of ton years, told her he 
would study lor the priesthood. 
Whon 


the mother told this (o her husband ha 
said "I wanted to make asoldier of him," 
to which ahe responded, ''laatoad you 
will make a Pope of him," and predicted 
better than aho perhaps realized.

They are a grand Na- 
tion, a progressice peopla, and the Church 
in America haa a glorious future in that 
truly free land." 


When the light of the life of ouch a 


man goes out the human mind naturally 
turns to the question as to who will suc- 
ceed I.eo XIII and whether the course be 
haa followed will prevail or whether there 
will be a radical change.

One leech 
was between two ami three inches long 
aud as thick an an old fashioned steel 
knitting needle when in the act of swim- 
ming and when in the act of doing that 
which It was made for it was fully one 
inch long and as thick as a small size 
pencil. We know nothing about leeches, 
whether their presence in water is indi- 
cative of parity of water or whether tbey 
thrive best in stale water, or whether the 
storm of tbe mouth of June stirred them 
tip and brought them down stream in 
unusual quantities or whether tbey have 
managed t? crawl through tbe filter 
separating the creek from the water 
mains. Perhaps the whole system could 
U) cleaned out aud flushed with fresh 
water and in a season such as we have 
beeu having that could certainly be done 
without any risk. We know nothing of 
the causes of tbe leechei being in the 
water but we do know they were time 
for we saw them with our owu eyes and 
we do not know tbe remedies to get rid 
of them, but we would commend to the

GETTYSBURG A GOOD HOME TOWN AND A 


GOOD PLACE TO GET BACK TO. 


Towns Much Larger do Not Have An; Bcl- 


l*r Accomodalions Than This- A Let- 


ter on "Cackling." 


"Well here I am again,'' »a the fakir 


gentleman says, when he opens bis bun- 
dle in front of the old P. O. building In 
CeatreSquare.coiiLrlbutingiay little mite 
to the filling up and running over of the 
COMPir.KB's thirty-six colamna. 
And 


what a variety they Iiuve held during 
tbe last month that I have been away. 
The battle baa been fought over again 
and some of us have a muck clearer idea 
of it; prominent citizens have died 
folks have gone anrt done it and got mar- 
ried ; there have been unfortunate accl 
dents; horses have been stolen; the 
county has been storm swept and people 
have been oomroing and going and so 
tbe news like the brook "runs on for- 
ever." 


About the Hist thing that hit my range 


of vision as I gol off tbe Western Mary 
train was the words "Welcome" in- 
scribed over the keystone above the 
arches in Centre Square. Mentally I 
•aid, "Thank you; I'm glad to get back 
for there isn't a better or more comfor- 
table a town than old Gettysburg, even 
if gome of the young critics do Insist on 
calling it a moss-back." After a month 
spent at a mountain resort hotel, where 
people go to lest, Gettysburg is good 
enough, for me. On the mountain top 
one does get fresh balmy air anil it you 
will walk far enough back in the woods 
you may find a real restful place. On 
the piaxas of tbe summer hotel, Miss 
Ualtimore in her latest creations, will 
try to flirt with you or make you weary 
with the tales of other flirtations; or 
ruaybe Mrs. Waynesboro will insist in 
telling Mrs. Hagerstownhowslie got the 
baby through last summer's teething. 
Yes its a pleasant place to go but aa for 
me let me stay in Gettysburg another 
eleven months before I ramble from my 
own lireside. One week is delightful, 
two weeks lire pleasant, three weeks 
make you reatleu and along about the 
fourth week you begin to think you 
would be about as well off at home. 


They tell me that not as many people 


came to Gettysburg for the Fortieth An- 
niversary as wii.s hoped, bat I didn't see 
anything said about that in tbe Balti- 
more and Philadelphia vupers. On the 
contrary I never read so much about the 
battlefield and the battle aa 1 did during 
that week although far away from the 
haunts of men ami In a paradise of 
women. There were a few man there 
and some boys and I heard more than 
one »f the men remark (hat just us soon 
as the weather got a bit cooler he meant 
to take a trip to Gettysburg and see this 
wonderfully 
marked buttlvtleld. So I 


guess the celebration was not lost on the 
world and 1 hear that everybody came 
out even and some ahead. I remember 
that wben I was younger I wroke letters 
to HJBHa Clans (or four years fur a toy 
ettain engine before 1 got one in my 
Blocking. And for a long time 1 believed 
that it was the peisiateut writing of 
those letters that brought me the cov- 
eted toy at hist. Wo are but children 
(if a larger growth and if we cannot get 
what we want at first, it Is only by keep- 
ing 011 with the wanting that we get it 
at last; whether it is crowds thai: bring 
money here to spend, or factories that 
pay men wages to spend. 


Right here 1 would like to intrude a 


tuild kick with a number nine shoe. We I 
have been told by a wiseacre that we Get 


tysbnrgians are a worthless, tfttHing lot, 
all because we were fortunate euougb to 
lave tiie board of trade locate a great 
battle in our midst. It wasn't the fault 
of Gettysburg that wo lost the carriage 
factories during tbe war, never to get 
them again. We may be somewhat to 
blame that we don't have more factories, 
but dou't tell anybody. We are tin- 
lag all we can to get them and there are 
more men working in factories in this 
town now than Bve years ago, and we 
don't want any mushroom factories. 
Boom towns are for tbe west. 


On the other hand, hasn't Gettysburg 


a National reputation for hospitality. 
After the battle and ever since Gettys- 
burg lias opened its homes to the 
stranger and the weary, and always will. 
The sightseer, whether he comes in 
crowds or singly, will al ways and a place 
to sleep and a bite to eat and a horse and 
team to take him over tbe battlefield. 
Towns of fifty-thousand population c!o 
not have better hotels than ours and 
never have we heard a protest offered 
against the boarding houses. Can't a 
man earn just us honest a living driving 
ahorse as reeling thread into a loom'.1 
Is there anything more womanly than 
the entertainment of strangers and can't 
a woman be just as useful at that as in 
making cigars or as the slave of a ma- 
chine in a factory '( Not one word would 
your rambling friend say against tbe 
factories, we want the kind that will 
stay and we are going to get them, but 
when we talk on that subject don't let 
us run down our.horue town ; and we ill! 
know its a mighty good town to have a 
home in. If a strenuous aoul shouli 
read this please don't take offense at 
Rambling Bill, for lie is only looking nt 
it from hia standpoint. You are wel- 
come to yours. 


Here is a letter that made me feel 


humble all the time I was resting in the 
mountain. You will remembar that we 
were talking about a woman who likened 
a woman's convention to a duck farm 
and I said the men would "cackle" when 
they read it. Possibly tbe weakness of 
a mere man was shown in what I wrote; 
anyway here is tha letter the woman who 
told what tbe other woman said, wrote 
to the editor of the Coati'iLEit, who 
handed the letter to me, as something 
to think about while I was out of town :
